GRANDMOTHER AND PREGNANT MOM KILLED, BABY WOUNDED IN ida OF THE YARDS SHOOTING

Lolita Wells lived in Back of the Yards for 
more than 20 years, raising six children and 
six grandchildren on a quiet block where oth- 
er relatives also settled. 

That life was shattered Monday eve- 
ning when a passing car opened fire and hit 
Wells, her pregnant daughter Patricia Chew, 
her baby grandson Princeton and two other 
people in the 5300 block of South Aberdeen 
Street. 

Wells and Chew were killed, but a police 
officer rushed Princeton to Stroger Hospi- 
tal, where his condition was stabilized. Two 
other relatives, both 25-year-old men, were 
shot and taken to Mount Sinai Hospital, one 
wounded in the legs and the other in the ab- 
domen. 

“This has got to stop,” said Monique Wil- 
liams, Wells’ sister-in-law who lives on the 
same block. “Don’t nobody come on this 
block to shoot. Our kids play up and down 
this street. Now my son is scared, thinking 


someone might kill him. 

“This place is all we know,” she added. “It’s 
not like we can pick up and move, because we 
own this. It’s not like we can leave, because 
they’re shooting everywhere. You don’t run 
from where you come from.” 

Chew’s sister, Persha Chew, said she had 
been standing with her mother and sister as 
they loaded children in the car for a visit to a 
relative, she said. 

She walked into the family house and 
heard dozens of shots. When she made it 
back toward the family’s black Chevy Impala, 
she saw her mother and sister on the ground, 
not moving. The baby was on top of Patricia 
Chew. 

Patricia Chew’s 4-year-old son and Persha 
Chew’s 3-year-old daughter were in the car 
but not hurt. 

“Tt was just family, standing outside wait- 
ing to go see more family,” said Persha, 26. 
“Now I got to deal with the fact, how I’m go- 
ing to explain to [Princeton] that he is never 
gonna see his mama or grandma again. How 
do I explain that to my daughter also?” 

Wells, 47, and Patricia Chew, 33, were

among six people killed in Chicago during a 
deadly 15-hour period. And baby Princeton 
was among eight people wounded in the city, 
including a 2-year-old accidentally shot, po- 
lice said. 

The Back of the Yards shooting occurred 
around 7:15 p.m. when a car drove up and 
shots were fired, police said. The mother 
and daughter were standing outside their car, 
after just loading small children inside, fam- 
ily members said. Patricia Chew was holding 
Princeton on her hip. 

Wells was shot in the leg and Chew was 
hit on the right side. Both were pronounced 
dead at Stroger Hospital. Princeton was in 
stable condition Tuesday and expected to re- 
turn home by Wednesday, Persha Chew said. 


“Tt’s real tough. It’s hard,” she said. “It’s 
just so much [to handle]. I can’t really explain 
how I feel. It’s just so much.” 

In recent weeks, there have been shootings 
nearby, Williams said. But residents on South 
Aberdeen Street took comfort in knowing 
that the children could play on the block and 
hang out with fear because most of the resi- 
dents had been there for decades. 

“This is too close to home,” Williams said. 
“This is two generations gone. I’m scared ... 
if they are shooting women and kids, who am 
I? You shouldn’t have to be scared every time 
you walk out your door. You shouldn't start 
trembling when you come out your house. It 
shouldn't be that way.” 

Laura Henry, 25, a cousin, said the fam- 
ily plans to team up in looking after Chew’s 
surviving children. “I got her kids, no matter 
what,” she said with a big smile. 

Williams said her family is not new to gun 
violence. One of her other cousins, 19-year- 
old Jaynisha Schaffer, was killed in a shooting 
just after the Fourth of July weekend in 2014. 
She was killed just before her 20th birthday. 

“Chicago’s messed up,” Williams said.

But it is a cost you

A report published 
recently by the Joint 
Center for Housing 
Studies of Harvard 
University shows 
that the number of renter households has 
increased by an average of 770,000 annually 
from 2004 through 2014, the fastest pace for 
a 10-year period since the late 1980s. 

Young people are especially likely to rent. 
According to the study, nearly 40 percent of 
renters in 2014 were 35 and younger. 

Already, many households are stretching 
to afford their monthly rent. And unlike 
homeowners insurance, which is required 
for a mortgage, not all landlords or property 
managers require renters insurance to get an 
apartment. 

As a result, many people forgo it. Accord- 
ing to the Insurance Information Institute, 
only 37 percent of renters said they had 
bought renters insurance in 2014. 

But by skipping insurance, renters open 
themselves up to a big financial risk. 

‘A lot of times people say they don’t need 
coverage because they think they are covered 
by alandlord’s policy,” said Jovana Evans, 
director of property product research at 
Liberty Mutual Insurance, a Boston-based 
insurer. “But that’s not the case.” 

Evans offers these tips on what you need 
to know about renters insurance. 

Renters insurance covers 
personal belongings, such as your couch, TV, 
laptop and clothes, if they are damaged or 
stolen. And the coverage is not limited to the 
space inside your apartment. The policy also 
kicks in if, say, your bicycle gets pinched from 
a bike rack or items are stolen from your car. 


“Generally, renters insurance will cover 
your belongings wherever you are,” Evans 
said. 

In addition, the insurance can protect you 
from personal liability in case, for example, 
someone slips and falls in your apartment 
and you are held liable for the injury, or if you 
cause damage to another person’s property. 

“This is an important piece of the coverage 
that people often overlook,” she said. 

Many people forgo renters 
insurance because they think it will be too 
expensive. 

But the average policy costs about $12 per 
month—the price of one movie ticket in 
some cities — for $30,000 worth of property 
coverage and $100,000 of liability coverage, 
according to the Independent Insurance 
Agents & Brokers of America. 

Bundle the policy with other types of 
insurance, such as auto coverage, and you may 
qualify for a discount of as much as 20 percent. 

Don't believe your stuff is worth much? 
Think again. 

“Once you consider the cost of your 
clothes, your computer, your furniture, it 
all adds up to a lot of money really quickly,” 
Evans said. 

To determine how much your belongings 
are worth and the amount of coverage you 
need, most insurers provide online calcula- 
tors to help you make an estimate. 

You can also keep an inventory of your 
belongings online or through a mobile app, 
which will come in handy if you need to file a 
claim down the road. 

Check with your insurer for an inven- 
tory tool, or use the Insurance Information 
Institute’s free version, Know Your Stuff 
(knowyourstuff.org). 

And speaking of 
claims, most renters policies will have a 
deductible, or an amount you have to pay 
before insurance kicks in. 

Usually, the deductible is about $500, 
Evans said.

RECOVERY

Recovering from an addiction is anything but 


easy. 

David Cohen was 24 years old and a college 
dropout when he sought treatment for hero- 
in. His parents didn’t trust him. He had to find 
new friends because the old ones were using. 

“Basically, Im 
alone, lost, afraid and 
I have no_ identity, 
and a lot of my feel- 
ings are negative and 
my coping strategy 
is gone so I have no 
way to deal,” he said. 
Cohen, a_ recov- 
ering addict for 
18 years, now works as 
the vice president of 
substance use and co-occurring disorders at 
Insight Behavioral Health Centers in Chicago. 

As September, which is National Recovery 
Month, wraps up, RedEye wanted to end the 
month by highlighting personal stories and 
challenges about the journey to recovery for 
various addictions. 

The upcoming Unite to Face Addiction ral- 
ly on Oct. 4 in Washington, D.C., is focused 
on raising awareness of the addiction crisis 
and standing up for the 22 million Americans 
struggling with a substance use disorder ad- 
diction and the 23 million Americans in re- 


covery. 

Recovery is not just about abstaining from 
substances or behaviors, but also about deal- 
ing with emerging feelings of shame, regret 
and anger, evaluating who’s good for them and 
who’s not, and learning how to communicate 
to others that they are in recovery, Cohen said. 

“If I stop using and continue to hang out 
with the same people and continue to hang 
out in the same situations and not manage my 
other symptoms like mental health or physical 
health, there’s a very good chance I’m going to 
return to use,” he added. 

“If, though, I look at addiction as being a 
holistic recovery process, much more than 
just the drug of choice and put a recovery 
program together that involves other people 
and other professional people and keep it first 
in my life at all times—even today 18 years 
later—I have a very good chance of recovery.”

Fae 
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Alcohol addiction: 


Hannah C., 25, Humboldt Park 


When did you notice it was a problem, and 
what led you to that realization? It wasn’t un- 
til around my 24th birthday. I had completely 
alienated myself, I lived alone, so I would get 
plastered every night. I just drank and then I 
began to cut myself, because alcohol stopped 
being enough to cover up my depression. 


How did you seek help? I met another 
alcoholic at school, we were/are really good 
friends. ... She offered to take me to a 
{12-step] meeting, and I accepted. I didn’t 
think much of it going in, but once people 
started talking, I heard my story in every 
single person. I just burst into tears because 
I knew I had to be there and it was such a 
terrifying realization. 


What helps prevent you from relapsing? 
Desperation to stay sober and other alco- 
holics. I have met some of the most amaz- 
ing people in AA. ... I owe my life to these 
people. They taught me how to say “hello,” 
how to look people in the eye, how to hold 
my head high and walk through life with 
grace and serenity. 


How would you encourage someone who is 
struggling with addiction? You do not have 
to keep doing this to yourself. ... No matter 
who you are or where you come from, there 
are people who know what you're going 


a 


through and can help you through this. You 
are worth it. Reach out, get to a meeting, just 
take that first step and someone will be there 
to meet you. 


Heroin addiction: 

Steven L., 27, Vernon Hills 
When did you notice it was a problem, and 
what led you to that realization? I went to 
rehab for cocaine use at age 15, and since 
then I knew I did not use drugs like a normal 
person. I could tell I used to feel better and I 
felt cravings for drugs. 


How did you seek help? I went to rehab 

10 times ... [at] well-respected (and very 
expensive) rehabs because my family was 
well-to-do and I had insurance. When [I got] 
older, I did not have that support because of 
my actions, so I went to the Salvation Army 
Recovery Center off of Clybourn in Chicago. 
This saved my life. 


What helps prevent you from relapsing? 

I used 12-step groups, support from my 
friends and family, I speak at local high 
schools and public forums, I try to help other 
addicts when I can, and I use medication 
also. I get a monthly injection of Vivitrol (an 
opiate blocker) as extra defense. 


How would you encourage someone who is 
struggling with addiction? Ask for help and 
soon you will see and feel how different life 
can be. ... Get sober and help someone who

was like you. Any addict will listen to you and 
your advice over anyone else. 


Gambling addiction: 

Ben W., 29, Edgebrook 

When did you notice it was a problem, and 
what led you to that realization? Probably 
high school, when I would gamble on pool 
after school with friends and be willing to 
go double-or-nothing without risk of the 
consequences. 


How did you seek help? Therapy did nothing. 
Eventually I broke down, was suicidal over 
the losses, had stolen from my parents and 
was forced to go to Gamblers Anonymous. 


What helps prevent you from relapsing? The 
concept of a day at a time. I am totally non- 
religious, but the live-in-the-moment per- 
spective is crucial to not allowing thoughts of 
future problems cloud current judgment. 


How would you encourage someone who 
is struggling with addiction? It is totally up 
to the addict. People telling somebody what 
to do will more likely result in the opposite 
result. Addicts are defiant by nature. Like a 
wild animal, do not approach, let them trust 
you. Then they can be helped.

RUNNING LEGEND 
INSPIRED BY CHICAGO 
MARATHON’S EVOLUTION

Thirty years after making American history 
at the Chicago Marathon, Joan Benoit Samu- 
elson marveled at how the race has changed 
since her record-setting run through the city. 
“It used to be an event within the city, and 
now the whole city takes notice. I think that’s 
great,” the 58-year-old Maine native said. “I 
think the race has pulled a lot of spectators 
in from the sidelines who are inspired by the 
runners they see running the event because I 
think they can relate to alot of the runners out 
there actually running, whether they’re run- 
ning for a charity or whether they’re running 


to set a personal best or to overcome a chal- 
lenge.” 

Benoit Samuelson set the American wom- 
en’s record with a time of 2 hours, 21 minutes, 
21 seconds in the 1985 Chicago Marathon, 
a record that stood for 18 years until Deena 
Kastor broke it in 2003. 

Benoit Samuelson plans to run the race 
again next month. So naturally, we can expect 
a repeat of 1985, right? 

“No,” the 1984 Olympic gold medalist said, 
laughing. “If I can run within 30 minutes [of 
my record time], I'll be totally pumped. If I 
can run sub-three hours, I'll be happy.” 

The distance running legend recalled her 
historic race from three decades prior during 
an appearance at the Nike store on Michigan 
Avenue in September. She said she has no 


regrets about how her career turned out. 

When pressed, however ... 

“It would be having not looked at the Chi- 
cago course the year I set the record, because 
all of a sudden there was the finish line and 
I had a lot left because I was afraid Ingrid 
{Kristiansen, the then-world record holder} 
was gonna come back on me,” she said. “I was 
just trying to maintain a pace that would let 
me go with them if they came from behind if 
there was a finish line.” 

Right now, the women’s marathon world 
record is about six minutes faster than Benoit 
Samuelson’s time in 1985, 2:15:25, set by Paula 
Radcliffe in 2003. The fastest men’s mara- 
thon ever run was 2:02:57. 

Benoit Samuelson said she could see the 
men’s record getting broken within her

lifetime. 

“T think it’s possible that men in my life- 
time will run, if they don’t run sub-two hours, 
they'll run 2:00:00 or close to two hours,” she 
said. “I don’t know if you’re gonna see any- 
body break Paula’s time in my lifetime. That’s 
just so incredibly fast. ” 

So what advice would she give to someone 
running the Chicago Marathon for the first 
time? 

“Just be patient, to enjoy and appreciate 
the support that’s out there,” she said. “I al- 
ways tell people it’s much easier to pass run- 
ners at the end of a marathon than it is to be 
passed and to realize that it is 26.2 miles, and 
you don’t have to spend your wad right up 
front.”

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RULES TO FOLLOW WHEN YOU COME 
ACROSS A SHOW FILMINGIN THE CITY

There are four television series that currently 
shoot full time in and around Chicago, which 
you may have noticed if you work or live in 
a neighborhood where crews have set up for 
the day. 

Though set in New York, Fox’s “Empire” 
films locally. So do three Dick Wolf shows for 
NBC: “Chicago Fire,” “Chicago P.D.” and the 
newest, “Chicago Med.” 

Whenever they venture out from their 
soundstages at Cinespace on the West Side 
and set up cameras on a public street, it’s an 
opportunity to see actors up close and ob- 
serve how a TV show is filmed. 

For those who actively seek out these 
moments, locations can be found on social 
media. The anonymously run Twitter feed 
@filming_chicago combs through film permits 


filed with the city (which do not specify 
times when cast members will be on the 
set—just be aware) and posts those loca- 
tions on a daily basis for anyone interested. 
And apparently, a lot of people are interested 
(@filming_chicago has 10,000 followers). 

But sometimes overeager fans can (unin- 
tentionally) create havoc in hopes of meeting 
an actor and getting a picture. 

Earlier this month, “Chicago P.D.” star So- 
phia Bush posted an extended note on Twit- 
ter: “Sweet Humans who come to watch us 
film sometimes. Person to person, I gotta 
make a request. When PAs [production as- 
sistants] and police officers, who work really 
really hard all day, ask ya’ll to stay in a certain 
spot, please listen.” 

NBC declined to make Bush available for 
an interview, but you get the sense there was 


either a specific incident that prompted her 
to tweet, or it was the cumulative effect of too 
many onlookers blind to the logistics a cast 
and crew contend with when they’re out in 
the world. 

In fairness, how would you know unless 
someone who works in film or TV explained 
it? 

“We try to take photos when we can,” Bush 
wrote. “We try to stop and say hello, as long 
as by doing so we are not holding up the roo+ 
crew members waiting for us on the set to film. 

“But when large groups [of] people run at 
us, and make a crowd suddenly seem like a 
mob, it gets scary.” 

With that in mind, here are some basic 
things to know—do’s and don’ts—when 
watching any show film on a public street, 
courtesy of Michael Brandt and Derek Haas 
(creators and executive producers of the three 
NEC “Chicago” shows) and Loucas George (a 
producer on “Empire”). 


Your presence on the sidelines is welcome 

.. aS long as you don’t disrupt the cast and 
crew’s ability to do their jobs. 

Brandt: “The energy when we shoot outside 
and the fans are there is amazing, and there’s 
nothing more fun for any of us than walking 
on one of those sets and you see fans lined up 
and they just want to be a part of it.” 


George: “Always listen to the PAs or the se- 
curity people that are around the set who are 
telling you where you can and cannot stand.” 

Haas: “We love having people come out, we 
love having people watch. But it’s literally a 
matter of: Would you want someone standing 
over your shoulder at your desk while you're 
trying to get something done, and asking you 
every few seconds for a selfie or a picture? The 
actors want to do it. But we have 22—some- 
times 24—episodes to get on the air [each 
year] and nine days to shoot each episode.” 


Yes, you might be able to get a photo with 
the actors. Maybe. 

“Taking pictures of the talent is always a 
tricky thing,” George said, “because every- 
body wants to get pictures with the talent and 
they just don’t have all day.” 

Oh right, the schedule. 

By the way, if you’re hoping to meet actors 
on “Chicago Med” (including “Law & Order” 
vet S. Epatha Merkerson), there will be fewer 
opportunities because, according to Brandt, 
“it’s a show that’s going to be shot indoors most 
of the time. Of the nine days it takes to shoot 
an episode of ‘Chicago Fire,’ they’re outside 
for probably four of them. But ‘Chicago Med’ 
will be outside maybe one day per episode, so 
it’s going to be much harder for people to try 
to seek out ‘Chicago Med’ locations.” 


What if it looks like the actors aren’t doing 
anything? Why aren’t they coming over to 
talk with fans during their down time? 
Haas: “The part fans don’t realize is that 
when an actor has to get into a head space of 
whatever the scene is, and then to step out of 
that so that you can be friendly and be nice 
to a fan and then have to get right back into 
that head space for the scene when it’s time 
to shoot again—it’s not easy on an actor.” 
Because of that, George said, “inevitably, 
if you’re going to have any kind of contact, 
it’s going to be after their scene is over.” 
Brandt: “With ‘Chicago Fire’ in particular, 
it does seem like our guys are just hanging 
around as we get a stunt ready. But even if 
it looks like they’re just lying around waiting 
for 10 to 15 minutes, it’s hard for us as pro- 
ducers and directors to allow them to go up 
and speak to the fans because a big thing is 
concentrating on safety issues.” 


Make friends with the PAs. 
‘Want to meet an actor or get a picture? The 
PA nearby is your best ally. 

George: “If you speak to the PAs—which 
is anybody with a walkie-talkie—tell them 
your story: ‘We’re from out of town’ or 
‘We’re from here’ or whatever it is, and ‘Can 
we get a picture?’ and they might help you. 
If you just try to do it on your own—if you 
see an actor walk by and try to grab them and 
get a picture together—it’s probably not go- 
ing to happen.” 

Haas: “Talking to the police [to request 
photos] is not going to help at all. They’re 
there really just to keep the street closed.” 


Don’t sneak onto the set. 

Really. It might be tempting, especially if you 
see an opening and, hey, nobody’s looking. 
But that kind of tactic creates problems for 
both cast and crew, the people youre trying 
to win over. 

“Crossing the line onto the set, that’s 
when nobody feels safe,” Brandt said. “Even 
when the fan has the best of intentions —and 
it’s just a nice 12-year-old girl that wants to 
get a picture with Sophia—it’s still a scary 
proposition because what that tells us is, if 
that great fan was able to [sneak onto set], 
who knows who else can do that who has 
less-positive intentions?” 

If you are a musician or rapper and want 
to submit your work for consideration on 
“Empire,” sneaking onto the set (or handing 
a CD to a PA) is not going to work. 


Don’t honk your horn if you’re driving by a 
set. It ruins the take and they have to start 
over. But a little yelling between scenes is 
OK. 

“Tt actually makes the crew feel good,” 
Brandt said. “It’s fun to feel that energy. The 
yelling and all that, it can be fun if it’s the 
right scene.”

Don’t take it personally if your favorite ac- 
tor isn’t able to say hello. 

Haas: “Michael and I are big baseball fans, 
and I remember when Nolan Ryan was do- 
ing his final season as a Texas Ranger, and 
they set up a booth for him at spring training 
before every game, and he would sign auto- 
graphs for an hour. The line would be a mile 
long, and after an hour a guy would come out 
and say, ‘So sorry, Mr. Ryan has to go in now,’ 
and inevitably somebody in the line would 
go, ‘What a jerk!’ 

“So just think: For every person Sophia 
takes a selfie with, there are 10 people who 
are disappointed. And you just have to un- 
derstand, they get bombarded. It is a work- 
place, and we’re trying to get the best perfor- 
mances on screen.”

R&B STAR KELIS DISHES 
ON FOOD, MUSIC AND 
HER NEW COOKBOOK

This book is not a celebrity cash-in. Singer- 
songwriter Kelis, who’s made a steady career 
on the vanguard of R&B and soul music for 
nearly 20 years, just wrote a new cookbook 
called “My Life on a Plate,” released Monday. 
About 10 years ago, in between record 
deals, Kelis was watching TV one morning 
and saw an ad for a cooking school. As she 
writes in her book, “I looked up the number 
for Le Cordon Bleu and within a few minutes 
it was decided that I would start the semester 
full-time bright and early Monday morning.” 
That cooking touches many parts of Kelis’ 
life is unmistakable. Her most recent album 
was called “Food” and was atop many best- 
of music lists in 2014. “My Life on a Plate” 
is a reflection of her worldwide travels as 
a musician, as well as her family. There’s a 
strong presence of her Puerto Rican heritage 
throughout these pages, as well as influences 
from Asia and the American South. 


You called working in the kitchen “the best 
time of your life.” How so? 

There’s an intensity in the kitchen that’s 

not like anything else. You’re dealing with 
fire and people and time. You just have to 
produce. There’s no time to be pretentious; 
it’s just, get it done. There’s something really 
gratifying about that. It’s not like you’re

onstage and people are applauding! You’re 
done with your shift, and it’s, “Get out of the 
way.” There’s something really genuine. If 
I’ve earned anything from the past couple of 
years, I am my most honest in the kitchen. I 
can’t measure against anything else. It’s my 
favorite time. I like being exhausted from it. 


Are there correlations between food and 
music? 

I feel like food and music are the two things 
you can't reject. If someone’s playing a song, you 
can’t not hear it. You already partake in it. I feel 
food is very similar. You smell it. It lures you in. 
It’s how we get cravings. I love that it becomes 
instinctual, something you're drawn to. 


The highlight from your 2014 album “Food,” 
for me, was your single called “Jerk Ribs.” 
And the song really has nothing to do with 
jerk ribs. 

The whole album being called “Food,” it’s 
funny. The title came up randomly because 
someone randomly asked what the title was, 
and I jokingly blurted out, “Food.” As I said 
it, I thought, “Yeah, that’s perfect.” I couldn't 
have done better if I thought hard about it. 
All the titles on the album, there are no songs 
that are about food. That song “Jerk Ribs” 
came out when I was cooking a lot with [pro- 
ducer and TV on the Radio member] Dave 
Sitek. He was writing; we got a whole bunch 
of musicians in the room, and I was cooking 
jerk ribs. The entire band ate it, all 13 guys, and 
it was the quietest they’ve ever been. So you

know what, that’s the name of the song. In 
fact, all the names of the songs were what we 
were eating at the time. Why change them? 


| almost feel guilty asking this question, 
but I'll do it anyway. Did anyone from the 
publishing side suggest you put a recipe 
for a milkshake in your cookbook? Because 
there isn’t one. 

I don’t think they did. An editor probably 
would’ve rebuffed that. They'd know how 
agitated I would be. Look, I’ve paid my 
dues—I work really hard at what I do. I 
know it’s not some funny, gimmicky thing. 
I’m a chef. I’ve been asked that question so 
many times: I don’t ever make milkshakes. I 
haven't ordered a milkshake in ages, for the 
obvious discomfort of it.

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It’s kind of twisted 
to promote a movie 
about a daredevil 
wirewalker as com- 
ing from the director 
of “Cast Away” and 
“Flight,” two movies 
in which people fell 
out of the sky after 
mid-air disasters. 
Rest assured 
that the PG-rated, 
IMAX3-D “The 
Walk,” based on 
the true story of Philippe Petit’s 1974 
high-wire stroll between the World Trade 
Center’s Twin Towers, wants to make sure 
viewers know this French DIY circus 
performer (who says weird things like “I 
was always looking for the perfect place to 
hang my wire”) will turn out OK. Intermit- 
tently throughout the movie, Petit Joseph 


Gordon-Levitt, whose French is more 
convincing than his English with a French 
accent, especially next to several French 
co-stars) narrates the story from the torch of 
the Statue of Liberty. It removes the tension 
of, for example, his walk between the towers 
of Notre Dame in Paris, when we should be 
experiencing the thrill with him but instead 
have to hear his perspective about how 

it felt at the time. You wouldn’t think an 
account of a guy who does some part-time 
mime work as a street performer and wants 
to do nothing in his life but walk in silence 
along a long piece of metal would talk too 
much, but yeah. 

Director/co-writer Robert Zemeckis, 
adapting Petit’s book “To Reach the Clouds” 
and dramatizing what was already covered 
in the great 2008 doc “Man on Wire,” also 
exclusively includes characters who marvel 
at this guy’s ambition and would love to help 
out. This isn’t a portrait of a goofy unicyclist 


with a bizarre, illegal dream moving forward 
despite people’s disbelief and the ever- 
present issue of human logic. The tagline for 
this twinkly movie is “Every dream begins 
with a single step,” which doesn’t recognize 
that every trip to the bathroom also begins 
that way. Or that Petit’s aversion to permits 
ignores that nobody would have issued him 
a permit to do this anyway, Nik Wallenda’s 
current career notwithstanding. 

So before making it to the site of his 
desired stunt, Petit rounds up a gang of 
“accomplices,” which plays like “Petit’s 
Onze.” (Yes, I had to Google “How to say 11 
in French.”) With big-band music and nu- 
merous forced lunges at humor, Zemeckis 
wants to turn this story into a caper, his own 
“Catch Me If You Can,” featuring a likable 
rule-breaker whom we root for even as he 
ignores the law. But “The Walk” is too nar- 
row, exploring no one but Petit, and without 
any real curiosity. The movie feels like a

fantasy that should have been animated 

as its focus is treated as an inspiration to 
applaud, which seems like a risky message 
to send young viewers about the supposed 
heroism of seeking out life-threatening 
opportunities. (A colleague also celebrates 
the achievement far too early, while Petit’s 
still out there and far from safe!) The far 
superior “Everest” never bowed at the feet 
of its subjects like that. 

In small moments, “The Walk” shows 
what it could have been: a nuanced look at a 
simpler time when big words like hope and 
dreams and freedom felt different. It’s not 
offensive that this movie was made. But it’s 
also extremely difficult to see the digitally 
created Twin Towers and think of anything 
other than the fact that the real buildings 
aren’t there anymore, a reminder of the day 
the world changed, and not because some 
doofus couldn’t sneak up there and put the 
people below in danger.
